THE BREED FAMILY AT SEA 
Joseph Bassett Breed, 3rd 


We Breeds have ever been a land-loving people. There are not many sea 
fsrers among us. It is gratifying to discover, however, that those of our 
family who preferred life on the brine distinguished themselves in no mean 
manner. 

There was Captain Holton Johnson Breed, for instance, probably the 
most eminent of the family's sailors. His was the day when the government 
chartered private merchant vessels which, in lieu of a Navy, were fitted to 
drive the men-of-war from England back home to Johnny Bull. And his was 
the ship which won fame as the finest of all privateers, both in the mer¬ 
chant and Navy services, the Grand Turk. She was a tall, staunch craft, 
rigged as a brig, the finest vessel of her day, and with the Flying Cloud, 
which came later with the advent of the clipper ship, one of the few sail¬ 
ing ships which still remain in the musty cloisters of naval history. 

The Grand Turk was in the China trade when the War of 1812 broke out, 
and her voyages for tea and teak were suddenly interrupted when the owners 
offered the services of their prize vessel and her prize crew to the 
sketchy fleet of fishing smacks which then comprised the United States Navy. 
The offer was immediately accepted by a somewhat overwhelmed board of naval 
officers who were only too glad to get their hands on a real ship, one which 
might have some effect on the stoggy men-of-war which King George had had 
the impudence to send to Massachusetts Bay to hamper the new country -which 
had been his colony only fifty years before. 

Here it would be well to note that the V.ar of 1812 was a war of seamen, 
fought entirely for the freedom of American seamen, with whom it was exclu¬ 
sively concerned. It was occasioned by the piratical attitude of all 
British ships, all of which were at that time short of sailors owing to the 
brutal manner in which it was their custom to use Jack Tar. Upon meeting 
an American ship at sea, a British captain would immediately heave to, and 
having a superior number of guns aboard, he would impress as many seamen as 
he needed aboard his vessel from the American ship. Not only did this 
hamper American merchant trade by shorthanding native vessels, but it also 
meant a practical penal servitude for the Yankee sailors who were unfortu¬ 
nate enough to be forced to join the British. The English ship-owners were 
so stingy with their food that it was necessary to serve daily a dose of 
lime juice to the crew in order to prevent scurvy from an unnutritious diet. 
Hence it was with considerable enthusiasm that the American merchant sailors 
joined the American Navy when war was finally declared against Johnny Bull 
and his nefarious, seagoing press gangs. And Captain Holton Johnson Breed 
shared this antipathy for the British merchantmen. Y.hen his ship, the 
Grand Turk, was finally brought into naval service, when gunports were cut 
out of her white bulwarks to house the heavy muzzle-loaders, one can imagine 
that Captain Breed felt considerable satisfaction in the thought of getting 
back at the British for all the sailors they had stolen from him, some of 
them doubtless his friends, perhaps, even, his relatives. And, when the 
Grand Turk had been fitted for battle, took her through the paces to the 
tune of something like twenty-three English captures in a year. An example 
of his quite pardonable hostility toward his enemies is well worthy of note. 
It seems that the Grand Turk was cruising off Cape Ann in search of a 
British vessel that was reported to be lurking apprehensively in those wa¬ 
ters in search of an easy American prey, and at the same time trying to 
avoid anything so formidable as the Grand Turk. Captain Breed, pacing the 
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quarter deck as is the custom of ship’s masters, put spyglass to eye, and 
scanning the shore, noticed a distant figure waving to the ship from the 
promontory of Eastern Point. He had the Grand Turk headed into the wind’s 
eye, backed the main topsail, went through the other formalities of bring¬ 
ing the great brig to a standstill and lowered a boat. The crew brought 
back an excited young man who insisted on seeing the captain immediately. 
Captain Breed took him into his cabin and asked his business. The young 
man, with the air of making, as he unconsciously did do, an exceptionally 
valuable disclosure, whispered that there was an American ship cruising 
near by. Captain Breed sensed that this must be a British spy who had mis¬ 
taken his vessel for a British one. (Apparently he had dispensed with the 
formality of hoisting the stars and stripes aloft.) At any rate, he in¬ 
formed the spy that his was an American ship and that he should be pleased 
to learn all possible of the plans of the British. The spy was quite 
stunned by the news, of course, but he stuck to his guns and would not dis¬ 
close any of his secrets until Captain Breed (our kinsman, mind you), in' a 
fit of piratical rage prepared a drink which would have been worthy of 
Captain Kidd himself. To a glass of his strongest grog he added a handful 
of cayenne pepper, and finished it off by boiling. This he offered to the 
British spy by way of tea, and forced him to drink the holocaust beverage 
until the poor wretch was quite willing to tell all of his Majesty’s naval 
secrets, although his throat was by that time so scalded that speaking must 
have been rather difficult. Captain Breed learned from this reluctant 
traitor the positions and plans of several British ships which were sailing 
In the vicinity and made several captures with ease by surprising them. 

A few years ago I happened to be engaged in the research of one Edward 
Low, a rather successful pirate of New England and the Spanish Main. About 
that time I also went through, by way of diversion, volume No. 12 of the 
Breed Family’s annual publication. On page 492 I was amazed to discover a 
disturbing announcement which read as follows:- 


ADVERTISEMENT 

These are to certify that Nathaniel Breed, master of the brigantine. 
Happy Return of Boston, New England, bound for Liverpool, was taken on the 

28th of May, 1722-about 185 leagues to the eastward of Cape Cod, by 

two pirates, a ship of 30 guns and a brigantine of 14 guns, who forced away 
two men; viz., Amos Breed, mate, born in Lynn in New England, aged 28 years 
or thereabouts, and also William Sinclair, aged 27 years or thereabouts. 

per Nathaniel Breed. 

Having recently acquainted myself in detail with Ned Low’s minute 
biography, I recalled from it a fragmentary account of a capture which took 
place somewhere near Cape Cod at about the time mentioned in this ’’adver¬ 
tisement.” I hastened to the cloisters of the Widener Library, and after 
wading, as rapidly as possible through the sea of red tape which it is 
necessary to cross before the treasure room becomes accessible, I finally 
found myself pouring over the greatest treasures of Harvard College, along 
with a first folio of Shakespeare, a Meilenberg Bible and some other rather 
tasty samples of the ancient graphic arts, there was ”Der Englisch Zee- 
Roovers", value $50,000, nothing but a book of pirates. After I had be¬ 
leaguered the maiden lady librarian in charge to unlock half a dozen doors 
find let me Into the inmost vaults, I removed the volume from its glass case, 
signed a receipt for it in case it should be injured while in my care and 
went to work. I scanned the pages with difficulty, being one of those neo- 
readers who have difficulty in making sense out of the seventeenth century 
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"s's" that look very like ’’f’s”. After half an hour I came to the proper 
page. Yes, there it was. On May 28th, 1722, according to Ned Low’s noon 
observation and to the obscure biographer who set down his journal, the 
pirate was in latitude thirty-eight degrees north, which would put him very 
near the spot, 185 leagues eastward of Cape Cod, where our worthy kinsmen, 
Amos and Nathaniel Breed were taken on the same date. I had made a discov¬ 
ery, and being the first to fall upon both facts simultaneously was hence 
the first to put them together and find the result. I had substantiated my 
suspicion beyond doubt by long-winded computation of the nagivational posi¬ 
tions given. So much for Amos and Nathaniel. Their capture by the pirate, 
Ned Low was quite naturally the high spot in both their lives, particularly 
in that of Amos, who was forced to serve as a member of the pirate crew for 
some years. It was on this account that Nathaniel, master of the captured 
ship, published the so-called advertisement. This was customary when in¬ 
nocent men had been pressed into service with and by the pirates. For, if 
the buccaneers were ultimately arrested, it was important that any innocent 
men who were with them unwillingly should be spared the gallows. 

These tvro gentlemen were, so far as I have been able to learn, the only 
transoceanic seafarers of the Breed family in their time. Doubtless there 
were others, but since they have not been brought into the limelight by 
means of capture by pirates or some other deus ex machina, they must remain 
in the sanctity of their present obscurity until some more able researcher 
than I scrapes off the dust and exposes their hiding place in some long for¬ 
gotten shipping records. 

On Revolutionary lists we find the names of Joseph Breed of Lynn, 

George and Micajah Breed of Marblehead, Joseph and Oliver Breed of Stoning- 
ton, Connecticut and Jesse Breed of Norwich, Connecticut. All but the lat¬ 
ter saw land service as well. Micajah Breed of Marblehead fought in Capt. 
Samuel Trevett’s Co. at the Battle of Bunker Hill. 

In April, 1778, Oliver Breed of Stonington, when on a four months’ 
cruise on the armed sloop Beaver, was in an engagement with three boats 
sent by a British man-of-war in which one man was killed and four were 
wounded. 

Jesse Breed of Norwich, Connecticut, was a midshipman on the frigate 
Trumbull, and he later joined the ship Confidence, which seems to have been 
somewhat overconfident, for she was taken by the British in April, 1781, and 
Jesse Breed, midshipman, found himself confined aboard the prison ship 
Jersey in New York Harbour, then in the hands of the English. He was later 
carried to Deal, England, but finally escaped across the Channel to France, 
whence he was finally taken home by the U.S.S. Alliance (more appropriately 
named than the Confidence). During his service in the American Navy he was 
wounded in three places. The records show that he afterwards spent some 
time in a hospital in England as a prisoner of war, and that all his papers, 
books and clothes were stolen from him while he was ill. 

In the period following the Revolution the British, still seething 
over the licking they had taken at the hands of the United States, made it 
their practice to take out their revenge on our merchant ships, impressing 
our seamen stealing cargoes and stores and generally annoying our seagoing 
trade, under which conditions it is not surprising that there were not more 
Breeds in the transatlantic trade. Aaron Breed, however, as a merchant, 
conducted regular coastwise voyages between various prominent American ports. 
And although Aaron himself was not a professional seaman, he owned and op¬ 
erated a fine fleet of merchant sloops along the east coast of the United 
States. I was recently presented with one of his shipping documents which 
vouchsafes in difficult script and the aforementioned ’’s’s* that look like 
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"f»s", that Aaron Breed, merchant, of Lynn, is owner of the sloop "Sally", 

67 tons, etc., dated 1798. During this period there were a number of the 
Breed family who went to sea in some manner or other. Most of them in 
coastwise vessels or in fishing craft. Old shipping records give the 
family name in their crew lists in many places. Against some are written 
"unaccounted for* or "lost at sea", which might mean drowning but probably 
meant Impressment. 

There was one Joseph Breed, an American seaman, who was taken by the 
British in the British Channel during the early days of the War of 1812. A 
letter from him—his last one, in fact—has been published in one of the 
mimeographs. It relates the story of his capture, the conditions of his 
detainment in the hands of the British and his hopes of being released. Ap¬ 
parently his hopes were never realized for he was never heard from again. 
Probably he was confined in the musty tombs of Dartmoor prison, which was 
the usual place of detention for Yankee sailors during the war, and suc¬ 
cumbed to one of the many mortal diseases that infested its dank dungeons. 
Margaret Wilson’s fine novel, "The Valiant Wife" gives a graphic picture of 
the prisoners* life at Dartmoor; the book should go far toward perpetuating 
the memory of the suffering which the sailors of the first American naval 
war underwent. 

Another promising young man of the family, Charles Breed of Norwich, 
Connecticut, who went to sea, in 1815, as supercargo on a merchantman, was 
also destined never to return. His ship was attacked by a British frigate 
off an island on the gold Coast of Africa. The entire crew jumped over¬ 
board, although there must have been sharks about, and swam ashore. Charles 
was severely wounded and was confined to a hospital where he was murdered 
by his nurse. An extraordinary exit from the earth, but in those days 
Africa was a wild place. 

There were as many of the Breed family who participated in the War of 
1812 as in the Navy during the Revolution. Without the War of 1812, the 
Revolution might well have come to naught. 1775 was the first step in 
American independence, but, although the British were defeated and driven 
home shortly afterwards, they did not really give up the struggle and conse¬ 
quently independence was not fully established in this country until the 
navy and merchant navy did their part in 1812 and ultimately established 
the freedom of the seas for young America and her ships. Any of you who 
have been cruelly denied a Revolutionary ancestor may thus rest assured 
that one in the War of 1812 will serve you just as well. For the sea bat¬ 
tles which took place during that year were clearly just as much a part of 
the American Revolution as the Breed Family is a part of the history of 
Lynn. And that part, I am sure you will agree, is the backbone. 

The next prominent connection of our name with Poseidon’s is in the 
annals of the Civil War. In spite of our allegedly pacific nature, the 
history of the Breed Family at sea is largely the history of the United 
States Naval battles. For, as I said in the beginning, the Breeds for the 
most part only resorted to ships upon the call of their country for naval 
volunteers. 

The name occurs in some thirty places on the records of the American 
Navy for the years 1860-1865. And this, considering that ships played a 
very small part in the Civil War, speaks well for the family. Let us not 
forget those who (at the time) emblazoned themselves with glory when the 
Monitor met the Merrimac, when Fort Sumter was stormed, and when the naval 
blockade shut down the southern sea lanes. 
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Having spoken a moment ago of the "Valiant Wife* by Margaret Wilson, 

I am reminded of a story written to me by the Hon. Frank Bayrd, ex-president 
of the Breed Family Association about his mother who also proved herself to 
be a valiant wife. Shortly after the North and South had become united in 
rather a surly fashion, a member of the Breed family had perhaps one of the 
most unique adventures of any of our kin who went to sea. And, strangely 
enough, this delegate of the Breeds to the throne of Neptune was a woman, 
Adelaide Breed. But at the time of her experience she bore the name of 
Bayrd. For this was her honeymoon, this adventure of which I am about to 
speak—a trip around the world with her new husband, who was master of the 
clipper ship * South America." She was a graduate of the old Lynn High 
School, which in 1870 meant a great deal. It meant so much in the way of 
intellectual prestige, in fact, that Mrs. Breed was able to master the dif¬ 
ficult science of navigation when she had been aboard the "South America* 
only a little while. And that science in 1870, meant a lot, too. It meant 
calculations for latitude and longitude, which, in their working, consumed 
the better part of an hour. Today nagivation has been condensed to a few 
simple rules, and all the work is done by consulting a simple mathematical 
table. But sixty-five years ago everything had to be worked out on paper 
and that was no small matter even for an experienced man. 

In 1873, when, I imagine, the ship had been most of the way around the 
globe and was homeward bound, the ■South America*, then in the English 
Channel, was caught in an early winter gale. She was wrecked on the French 
coast on the treacherous rocks off Dieppe. There was no coast guard sta¬ 
tion there at the time, but a surf boat came to the rescue manned by some 
French fishermen from the village of Tr^port. They pulled as near as they 
could to the "South America" without being dashed onto the rocks themselves. 
Then ropes were heaved to the wrecked clipped ship, a boatswain's chair 
rigged and Adelaide Breed Bayrd was passed over the side to the comparative 
safety of the improvised lifeboat. All the crew were rescued in this man¬ 
ner and were taken to the Normandy village. 

In more recent years the Great War has done its part to keep the family 
name on the scrolls of the Navy. Commander George Breed served, perhaps, 
in greatest capacity of those who represented the Breed family in the Naval 
annals at this time. Commander Breed entered the service of the Navy in 
1882 and had a variety of experiences afloat, both in peace and war time. 
During the Spanish-American War, before the Panama Canal was dug. Commander 
Breed performed a valuable service to his country by taking a collier all 
the way from New York to the Straits of Magellan, at the extreme southern 
tip of South America, where there was a coaling station for ships rounding 
Cape Horn. His particular collier enabled the battleships Oregon and Iowa 
to continue with their voyages into the Pacific Ocean. 

During the World War Commander Breed again saw active service as 
executive officer of a submarine mother ship. He was stationed at Corfu, 
and with other commanders of the French and British Navies, was responsible 
for the blockade which kept Austrian submarines out of the Mediterranean. 

Commander Breed’s three sons also saw active service in the navy, and 
all of them have distinguished records. Richard enlisted in the Navy but 
was unable to get to Europe before the armistice was signed. Edward saw 
duty on the transatlantic convoy service. George Gordon Breed commanded an 
Eagle boat in the War and made a heroic rescue of several of his shipmates 
when his vessel was torpedoed. He later was ordered to the Pacific coast 
and has since become a prominent, gunnery expert in the Navy. He was recom¬ 
mended for distinct fitness after his heroic experienc with the torpedoed 
Eagle boat. 
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Ensign Philip Munroe Breed, Francis Stewart Breed, Robert Alley Breed 
and Francis Randall Breed all served in the World War as officers in the 
Naval Reserve. 

And that, as far as I have been able to learn at the end of consider¬ 
able research into the various archives, is the story of the Breeds at sea. 
It is in itself a short tale but it covers the entire period throughout 
which the United States has lived. It mentions every ocean era from the 
arrival of Allen in Winthrop’s Fleet, through the Revolutionary sea battles, 
the War of 1812, the ensuing privateer days, the clipper ship era, the 
naval battles of the Civil War, through the recent World War. Altogether a 
rather fine family record, one of which we, not exactly a seafaring clan, 
may well be proud. There have been few sailors among us, but when the need 
for seamen arose during times of national stress the family was always well 
represented, and were as much responsible for the making of our country and 
for making our name an honored one as those who stayed ashore.

Wilbour Breed, a prominent business man of Lynn, died at her home, 252 
Ocean Street, Lynn, Mass. She was born in Charlestown, Mass., Sept. 19, 

2860, the daughter of Edward Eortesque and Mary Jane (Hatch) Martin. She 
resided in Lynn nearly all her life. She was a charter member of the North 
Shore Club of Lynn in which she was an active worker, serving at various 
times'on the executive board and on many important committees. She was a 
member of the Massachusetts Mayflower Association (a descendant of Elder 
William Brewster). She was also a member of the Breed Family Association, 
Women’s Republican Club of Massachusetts and Greater Lynn, and the Pullman 
Mission of the First Universalist Church of Lynn in which she was actively 
interested. 

Mrs. Breed leaves a sister, Mrs. James W. Hitchings of Lynn, two sons, 
Edward F. Breed and Richard Breed, both of Swampscott and five grandchildren, 
Robert ff. Breed, John B. Breed, Richard P. Breed, Jr., Sylvia Breed and 
Louise Breed.

MARY BLAKE BREED 

Mary Blake Breed was born in Lynn, August 12, 1849, the daughter of 
Bartlett Blake Breed and Susan Thompson Bancroft Breed, also both born in 
Lynn. She died Feb. 1, 1936 within a stone’s throw of the house in which 
she was born on Newhall Street—the home whose memory she and her sisters 
always cherished, a comfortable, unpretentious house in the midst of its 
garden and orchard—the sort of home there are very few of today. 

Mary was one of nine children several of whom, including the only two 
boys, died in infancy or early life. One sister married Elias Chapin and 
lived in Chicago and Mary’s only extended stay away from Lynn was to visit 
tnis sister. For several years the four unmarried sisters, Mary, Etta, 

Anna and Lucy made their home together at 52 Broac Street. The only sur¬ 
viving sister is Anna. 

Mary received her education in Lynn and was graduated from its High 
School—the small building on the corner of High and Liberty Streets. 
Throughout her life she kept in touch with a wide circle of family and 
friends and her wit, humor and good c^ eer made her welcome wherever she 
’rent. Her wit and humor as well as her deeper feelings and her wide knowl¬ 
edge cf people and events in Lynn could also be expressed in writing, as 
many poems and papers she wrote for organizations and occasions can testify. 
She wrote a history of the Central Congregational Church and two of her in¬ 
teresting articles on the Ereed family have appeared in the Breed Family 
Association mimeographs. 


For many years she was connected with R. A. Spaulding, the largest dry 
goods shop in the city. Her happy form of salesmanship made personal 
friends of the many customers of "Mary Blake” as she was quite commonly 
called, to distinguish her from the many other Mary Breeds of her day. 
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She was a devoted and active member of the Central Congregational 
Church and served it in many capacities, as she also did the Breed Family 
Association and the Lynn Historical Society. In fact her major interests 
in life were the Breed Family, the Central Church and the Lynn Historical 
Society. Which one was closest to her heart it would be hard to say. She 
is a loss to them all and to her many friends.
